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STATUS OF CLAIMS 

Claims 1-21 stand finally rejected by the Examiner as noted in the Final Office Action 
dated May 25, 2007 ("Final Office Action"). The rejections of Claims 1-21 under 35 U.S.C. 
§103 (a) are appealed. 
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CONCLUSION 

Appellants have pointed out with specificity the manifest error in the Examiner's 
rejections, and the claim language which renders the invention patentable over the various 
combinations of references. Appellants, therefore, respectfully request the reversal of the 
rejections of all pending claims. 
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
